St. Petersburg. Aug. 8.—A telegram

great loss^ the killed alone being esti­ 
mated at 10,000, while the Russians 
lost about 1000. 
The telegmm says that Lieutenant 
General 
Stoessel was 
personally in 
command, and that the canduct of the 
'Russian troops was splendid. 
Lieutenant General Stoessel, 
com- 
manding the Russian military forces 
at Port Arthur, in an undated dispatch 
to tho emperor, says: 
am happy to report 
that 
the 
troops repulsed all the Japanese at­ 
tacks of Jnuly 26, 27 and 2S with enor­ 
mous losses. 
“Tho fleet assisted in the ^defense by 
bombarding the Japanese flank. 
“Our losses during the three days 
were about 1500 and 40 officers killed or 
wounded. 
“According to statements of Chinese 
and prisoners, the 
Japanese lost as 
many as 10,000, 
“Their losses were so great that the 
enemy has not had time to remove the 
dead and wounded.'' 
General Kuropatkin, in a telegram to 
the emperor, dated August 6, reports a 
reconn oissance August 5 on the south 
front in the direction of the Japanese 
positions. The Russians set fire to the 
village of Henchuantsa, 13 miles north­ 
west of Newchwang, from which place 
Ä small force of Japanese fied precipi­ 
tately, leaving their transport animals. 
The report gives details of other skir­ 
mishes, and concludes with the state­ 
ment that there is no change on the 
east front of the army.

The care exercised in sending a dred­ 
ger fleet ahead of the squadron, both 
in leaving and returning to the har­ 
bor, is amply vindicated by the loss 
of one of the pilot boats, and is also 
taken as a guarantee that there will 
be no further damage to the Russian 
warships by Japanese mines. 
The city is full of wild rumors that 
Port Arthur has fallen, duo to reports 
from Chefoo of another assault, in 
which the fortress was taken by the 
combined land and sea forces, though 
the Japanese lo4t three warships, in­ 
cluding the protected cruisers Chiyoda 
and Itsukushima. 
There is not the 
slightest confirmation of those rumors.

Emperor Nicholas has received the 
following dispatch from Viceroy Alex- 
ieff, dated at Mukden, August 7:

There­ 
upon all the Japanese ships steered 
for the open sea, and at the same time 
the ^Chiyoda was damaged by a Rus­ 
sian mine. As the Chiyoda was sinking 
by the head she steered towards Tal- 
ienwan Bay.

Cations liave l>oen made 1)5^ articles 
found on the bodies, no persons who 
viewed them recognizing the features. 
On the lookout for danger, warned 
by the squally clouds and heavy rains 
to the north, Engineer Charles Hind* 
man was running cautiously, about 15 
miles an hour, as he approached the 
Arroyo, which was spanned by abridge 
90 feet in length. The condition of the 
bridge was not known until tho loco­ 
motive, ono of the monster passenger 
type, had nearly crossed. The bridge 
gave way as though it had been a 
stack of kindling wood, and tho loco­ 
motive dropped with the hissing of 
steam 30 feet to the bottom of thò 
Avroyt>, crosswise to the track. The 
baggage car. smoking car and chair 
tear followed the locomotive into tho 
•stream and were swept away. 
The first of tho corpses recovered 
were those of Miss Irene W right and 
little Dorothy Johnson, sister-in-law 
iind daughter, respectively, of H arry’ 
Johnson, of Pueblo. Engineer Hind­ 
man iwas fouud with his watch still 
running, a few feet further down 
the stream. All day long stretchers 
with sand-covered, dripping burdens 
were carried every few minutes to the 
railroad tracks, where the death train 
aw^aited. Theji, while it was still dark, 
axes had been used on the half-buried 
cars at the junction of the creek with 
the Fountain, and at daylight this work 
was resumed on the smoking cax\ which 
lay out in Fountain river, where men 
were compelled to v/aae almost to their 
Avaists to reach it A few moments' 
search and clearing away of the fioor 
of the car revealed the wounded head 
of a young man in his shirt sleeves. 
A second party further down the 
rivor found several persons entangled 
in a mass of debris, thought to have 
been part of the baggage car, that was 
literally torn to pieces. In a short time 
a large number of bodies were dug out 
of the sand here. One woman was com­ 
pletely buried, some of her foot stuck 
•above the water. 
Some bodies were 
'.found lodged in the shrubbery along 
the banks, others in the wreckage in 
midstream, and many half buried with 
only an arm or a bit of clothing to re­ 
veal their whereabouts. Many of the 
Ibodies were almost naked. Many of 
them were slightly bruised, probably 
from the first shock of tho wreck, but 
there was little blood visible when they 
were removed from the stream. With­ 
out doubt the great majority were 
drowned like rats in a trap when the 
cars were plunged without a mo- 
ment*s warning into the whirling water 
35 feet deep, 100 feet wide and with a 
current strong enough to carry thou­ 
sands of pounds of weight nearly a 
mile before subsiding.

What to eat and drink and what to 
avoid dnrincT the hot snmmer months 
is 
a 
questiou 
to 
Avhioh 
Professor 
Harvey 
W. 
^yiloy, 
chief 
of 
tho 
chemistry 
division 
of 
tho 
Ajiri- 
cnltural Dopartment, Washin^;ton, and 
one 
of 
tbe 
most 
noted 
dieticians 
in tho country, has given years of 
careful and painstaking study. 
His 
researches along these lines and his 
persistent advocacy of the pure food 
laws which were finally enacted by 
Congress have made his na^mo fa- 
miliar among laymen as well as tech- 
nical students and scientists. 


Professor Wiley lays down the es- 
sential principle that there must be 
moderation in all things eatable during 
(he summer months, and If perfect 
health is to be obtained \mder 
the 
trying conditions of the heated terra 
there must be absolute denial of alco- 
holic drinks and cold beverages of the 
more harmless sort from the -temper- 
ance standpoint, but equally dangerous 
in their effect upon the stomach. 


''Any 
excessive 
use 
of 
alcoholic 
drinks 
during 
the 
summer months 
should be avoided," said 
Professor 
Wiley. 
'*This is especially important 
for those who are exposed to the direct 
rays of the sun. 
Statistics show that 
In cases of sunstroke the groat ma.lor- 
ity of the victims are addicted to the 
use of liquor. This of itself may not 
prove much, however, for the majority 
of the people seem to be addicted to 
tho use of alcoholic drinks in one form 
or another. 


PRODUCES TOO"" MUCH'ÏÎÊAT.' 
"There is every reason, from a phy- 
siological standpoint, in addition to 
the mere opinion that it is injurious, 
why we should put aside alcohol in 
hot weather. 
Alcohol is 
converted 
into heat and energy when taken into 
the system 
in moderate 
quantities, 
and thus in a time of year when îess 
heat is required, alcohol is not a phy- 
siological diet. Again, alcohol, even in 
moderate quantities, produces a quick- 
ening of the circulation and is a strong 
stimulant. 
This quickening and the 
consequent transmission of additional 
blood to the head should be avoided in 
the hot months. 


'*Iced beverages should be shunned 
altogether or sipped slowly, not more 


but care must bo taken to see that the 
fruit is in proper condition for eating. 


DANGER IN VACATION TIME. 
*'It is impossible to give any advice 
rri:; rding the quantity of food that 
should bo taken in each case, since 
the size and habits of the individual 
determine 
this 
matter. 
Those en- 
gaged 
in 
sedentary 
employments, 
howoA^er, as well as those Avho enjoy 
a summer vacation, should be special- 
ly cautioned against overeating. 


*'Often all the benefits derived from 
a vacation are rendered useless by 
overindulgence in tho pleasures of the 
table. 
Too often when off on a vaca- 
tion and : •out on having a good time 
we find one of our chief pleasures in 
'gorging' at the table because we have 
little else to do. 
Simple food is as 
important during vacation as when 
engaged in sedentary work at home. 


**In general, I would say, avoid alco- 
holic beverages and ices of all kinds 
and make your food principally rice, 
potatoes-, peas, beans and other vege- 
bles. 
By following these suggestions 
you will find yourself in far better 
condition at the end of the summer 
than you were when it began.'*

for the system to throw off the effects 
of this congestion so uselessly forced 
upon it. 


"Iced beverages, sipped slowly, as I 
have said, may be taken in moderation 
without danger, but the injury comes 
from the -American habit of drinking 
great quantities of ice cold liquids and 
in many cases gulping them down so 
rapidly that the whol^ body feels the 
ill effects of tbe shock, 


"As a rule, summer beverages should 
not be below sixty degrees Fahrenheit 
in temperature, whereas 
it 
is 
the 
American custom to take them 
at 
about the temperature of ice—twice as 
cold as they should be. 
This is cer- 
tainly the cause of many of the disor- 
ders of the digestive system 
during 
the hot months. 
SMALLER QUANTITY NEEDED. 
"Tha quantity of food should also 
bo diminished decidedly during the hot 
weather. 
One of the principal func- 
tions of food is to furnish heat and 
energy. 
The lower the outside tem- 
perature tho more food is required to 
produce animal heat. 
It is safe to say 
that at least one-fourth the ordinary 
winter diet should be omitted in the 
summer. A person wiio in winter con- 
sumes food daily amounting to 3UU0 
calories would do very well during the 
hot months with 2250. 


*'The foods 
peculiar 
to 
summer 
should constitute a largo portion of 
the diet—the various succulent fresh 
vegetables, 
according to one's taste. 
These foods tend to till the stomach 
and satisfy to a certain degree the 
sensation of hunger, without producing 
too great a load on the digestive or- 
ganism. 
It follows, therefore, that it 
is wise to cat less meat, and, in gen- 
eral, less jiitrogenous foods. 
Those 
who engage iu vigorous exercise and 
outdoor work 
must 
have suliicient 
food to supply the energy consumed, 
and this energy is better furnished by 
the starches and sugars than by meats. 


"Persons talcing vigorous 
exercise 
regularly can safely eat large quanti- 
ties of rice and potatoes hi the sum- 
mer months, while the protein of the 
food is better suiJiJlied by peas, beaus 
and good bread than by meat. 


"Fruits are very desirable if well 
ripened and not overripe. Ureen fruits 
and those entering the period of decay 
sliould 
be 
strictly 
avoided. 
Fresh 
fruits make one of the best portions 
of man's food during the hot moutli$, 


against the whole movement, if it is of 
any force at all. She urges that "these 
women when left alone prefer not to 
vote," but that ''machine politicians" of 
both parties have driven or cajoled 
them into doing so. 
This recalls a 
point which is related to the reasons 
why many men < ppose the whole wom- 
an's suffrage movement.

The only trouble with Bascom’s ef­ 
fects was that they were new-dis- 
•tressingly hew. From the oilcloth for 
the tiny kitchen, to the Persian ruffS 
and Turkish hani^ings, they all came 
from first-hand stores.

ROFESSOR WILEY POINTS OUT THE DANGER. 
o f Over Indulj?er>ro in Food and Beverages--All 
Alcoholic Dr.nks Bad—Iced Drinks. He Declares» 
Should Be Avotded Altogether, or Sipped Slowly 
in Very Small Qjianlities. 
; : 


NEWS OF THE FAR EAST* 


What to eat and drink and what to 
avoid during the hot summer months 
Is a 
question 
to W’hieh Professor 
Harvey 
W. 
AYiloy, 
chief 
of 
the 
chemistry 
division 
of 
the 
Agri­ 
cultural Department. Washington, and 
one of 
the most noted dieticians 
In the country, has given years of 
careful and painstaking study, 
Ilis 
researches along these lines and his 
persistent advocacy of the pure food 
laws which were finally enacted by 
Congress have made his na'me fa­ 
miliar among laymen as well as tech­ 
nical students and scientists. 
Professor Wiley lays down the es­ 
sential principle that there must be 
moderation in all things eatable during 
(he summer months, and if perfect 
health is to be obtained under the 
tiding conditions of the heated terra 
there must be absolute denial of alco­ 
holic drinks and cold beverages of the 
more harmless sort from the -temper­ 
ance standpoint, but equally dangerous 
in their effect upon the stomach. 
“Any 
excessive 
use of alcoholic 
drinks 
during the 
summer months 
should, be avoided," said Professor 
Wiley. 
“This is especially important 
for those who are exposed to the direct 
rays of the sun. 
Statistics show that 
in cases of sunstroke the great major­ 
ity of the victims are addicted to the 
use of liquor. This of itself may not 
prove much, however, for the majority 
of the people seem to be addicted to 
the use of alcoholic drinks in one form 
or another. 
PRODUCES TOO^'MUCH'IIEAT.* 
“There is every reason, from a phy­ 
siological standpoint, in addition to 
the mere opinion that it is injurious, 
why Ave should put aside alcohol in 
hot weather. 
Alcohol is converted 
into heat and energy when taken into 
the system in moderate quantities, 
and thus in a time of year when less 
heat is required, alcohol is not a phy­ 
siological diet. Again, alcohol, even in 
moderate quantities, produces a quick­ 
ening of the circulation and is a strong 
stimulant. 
This quickening and the 
consequent transmission of additional 
blood to the head should be avoided in 
the hot months. 
“Iced beverages should be shunned 
altogether or sipped slowly, not more 


but care must be taken to see that the 
fruit is in proper condition for eating. 
DANGER IN YArATION TIME, 
“It is impossible to give any advice 
rc’L:: rrling the quantity of food that 
should bo taken in each case, since 
the size and habits of the individual 
determine 
this 
matter. 
Those en­ 
gaged 
in 
sedentary 
employments, 
however, as well as those Avho enjoy 
a summer vacation, should be special­ 
ly cautioned against overeating. 
“Often all the benefits derived from 
a vacation are rendered useless by 
overindulgence in the pleasures of the 
table. Too often when off on a vaca­ 
tion and 
^ont on having a good time 
we find one of our chief pleasures in 
‘gorging' at the table because w^e have 
little else to do. 
Simple food is as 
important during vacation as when 
engaged in sedentary work at home. 
“In general, I would say, avoid alco­ 
holic beverages and ices of all kinds 
and make your food principally rice, 
potatoes; peas, beans and other vege- 
bles. 
By following these suggestions 
you will find yourself in far better 
condition at the end of the summer 
than you were when it began.*^

perature is about blood heat, is con­ 
trary to all physiological principles. 
The sliock to the stomach is severe; 
the pores of the body are immediately 
stopped up, and it requires some time 
for the system to throw off the effects 
of this congestion so uselessly forcOd 
upon it. 
“Iced beverages, sipped slowly, as I 
have said, may be taken in moderation 
without danger, but the injury comes 
from the -American habit of drinking 
great quantities of ice cold liquids and 
in many cases gulping them down so 
rapidly that the whol^ body feels the 
ill effects of the shock, 
“As a rule, summer beverages should 
not be below sixty degrees Fahrenheit 
in temperature, whereas 
it 
is 
the 
American custom to take them at 
about the temperature of ice—twice as 
cold as they should be. 
This is cer­ 
tainly the cause of many of the disor­ 
ders of the digestive system during 
the hot months, 
SMALLER QUANTITY NEEDED. 
“Tha quantity of food should also 
bo diminished decidedly during the hot 
weather. 
One of the principal func­ 
tions of food is to furnish heat and 
energj". 
The lower the outside tem­ 
perature the more food is required to 
produce animal heat. It is safe to say 
that at least one-fourth the ordinary 
winter diet should be omitted in the 
summer. A person who in winter con­ 
sumes food daily amounting to 3tJU0 
calories would do very well during the 
liot months with 2250, 
“The foods 
peculiar to 
summer 
should constitute a large portion of 
the diet—the various succulent fresh 
vegetables, 
according to one’s taste. 
These foods tend to fill the stomach 
and satisfy to a certain degree the 
sensation of hunger, without producing 
too great a load on the digestive or­ 
ganism. It follows, therefore, that it 
is wise to cat less meat, and, in gen­ 
eral, less jiitrogenous foods. 
Those 
who engage in vigorous exercise and 
outdoor Avork 
must 
have sufficient 
food to supply the energy consumed, 
and this energy is better furnished by 
the starches and sugars than by meats, 
“Persons talcing vigorous exercise 
regularly can safely eat large quanti­ 
ties of rice and potatoes Jn the sum­ 
mer months, Avhile the protein of the 
food is better supplied by peas, beans 
and good bread than by meat. 
‘•Fruits are very desirable if well 
ripened and not overripe. (Jreen fruits 
and those entering the period of decay 
sliould be strictly avoided. 
Fresh 
fruits make one of the best portions 
of man*g food during the hot moutlis,

TO WHITEN 
LACES. 
Laces and linens which have become 
yellow with age. or greatly soiled, can 
be whitened by folding them carefully 
and placing: them in the sun to soak in 
a sti'ong solution of borax and water. 
As the water is absorbed or clouded, 
add fresh water, and if the water be- 
:Comes quite cloudy from the loosened 
idirt, pour in a new solution of borax 
and'water. 
Ttirn the lace or linen at 
least once while it is whitening. 
In 
ithe warm weather the yellow is easily 
removed, though the soaking may con- 
tinue two or three days and nights 
.without injuring the most delicate fab- 
rics. Care should be taken, however. 
In removing the lace, when once it is 
clean. It should be taken out folded, 
not squeezed, but unfolded carefully on- 
folded towels, pinned out neatly and 
left in the sun to dry. 
If the lace 
«ticks to the towel, let it soak off— 
don't try to pull it away.

There Is an Abundant Supply of Fuel 
in the Czar's Donr\lnlont. 


It was nol until the discovery of pc- 
troleum in southern Russia that the 
presence of extensiVe coal beds in that 
region was suspected by geologists, 
says the Chicago Chronicle. Since that 
time it has been clearly shown that 
European Russia, to say nothing of Si- 
beria, i)ossesses one valuable coal field 
in her southeastern provinces, through 
whicli the River Donetz runs, a field 
which yields fuel of excellent quality. 
Thirty years ago the output did not 
exceed 100.000 tons; last year it was 
9,000,000. and Uiis only half the pos- 
sible amount. 
Strange to say, the 
home demand does not rise to oven 
this small quantity, and the Mining as- 
sociation of South Russia is consider- 
ing whether it can not compete with 
English coal in the ports of the Med- 
iterranean. 
There is small hope of 
their doing anything of the kind, but 
if the czar's government would give 
its 120,000.000 subjects peace, an eco- 
nomical administration and a rational 
fiscal system, 18,000.000 tons of coal 
would be to'o little—plus the petroleum 
of Baku—and not too much even for 
southern Russia. 


South Russia coal is shipped from 
the port of Mariupol, on the sea of 
Azov. The sea has lately 
exhibited 
a somewhat rare phenomenon. Its wa- 
ters are shallow, and for several days, 
dating from Dec. 15, they recede under 
the influence of strong winds to such 
an extent that at Taganrog the bed of 
the sea was visible for several miles. 
A late eminent Canadian gwlogist. 
Sir W. Dawson, after inquiries on the 
spot in Egypt, believed ^the passage of 
the Red sea—more correctly the Bitter 
lakes—by the Israelites was explained 
by the action of similar persistent 
winds.

GRASS POISONING TREE3. 


Horticulturists 
and 
fruit-growers 
have long known that grasses are in- 
jurious to young apple trees, but it 
seems that they were wrong in at- 
tributing the injury to intorferenco 
with the air, the water and the food 
supply of the trees. 
Carefully-con- 
ducted c^xporlmonts and observations 
at tlie Woodburn experimental fruit 
farm, in England, have shown, how- 
over, that there is some direct or in- 
direct product of grass growth that 
has an active poisonous effect on the 
roots of the trees. It is also suggested 
that the so-called exhaustion of the 
soil by certain plants, preventing the 
subsequent growth of other plants in 
the same ground, may be due really to 
some poisonous product left by the 
first plants.

There Is an Abundant Supply of FusI 
In the Ciar’s Don^inions. 
It was nol until the discovery of pe­ 
troleum in southern Russia that tho 
presence of extensiVe' coal beds iu that 
region was suspected by geologists, 
says the Chicago Chronicle. Since that 
time it has been clearly shown that 
European Russia, to say nothing ot Si­ 
beria, jwssesses one valuable coal field 
in her southeastern provinces, throvigh 
whlcli the River Donetz runs, a field 
which yields fuel of excellent quality. 
Thirty years ago the output did not 
exceed 100,000 tons; last year it was 
y.iK)0,000, and tlils only half tho pos­ 
sible amount. 
Strange to say, tho 
home demand does not rise to oven 
this small quantity, and the Mining as­ 
sociation of South Russia is consider­ 
ing whether it can not compote with 
English coal in the ports of the Med­ 
iterranean. 
There is small hope of 
their doing anything of the kind, but 
if the czar’s government would givo 
Its 120,000,000 subjects peace, an eco­ 
nomical administration and a rational 
fiscal system, 18,000,000 tons of coal 
would be to'o little—plus the petroleum 
of Baku—and not too much even for 
southern Russia. 
South Russia coal Is shipped from 
the port of Mariupol, on the sea of 
Azov. 
The sea has lately 
exhibited 
a somewhat rare phenomenon. Its wa­ 
ters are shallow, and for several days, 
dating from Dec. 15, they recede under 
the influence of strong winds to such 
an extent that at Taganrog the bed of 
the sea was visible for several miles. 
A late eminent Canadian geologist, 
Sir W. Dawson, after inquiries on the 
spot in Egypt, believed the passage of 
the Red sea—more correctly the Bitter 
lakes—^^by the Israelites was explained 
by the action of similar persistent 
winds. Sir William, when in Egypt In 
1884, was of opinion that the locality 
of the crossing could be identified. 
Another extremely valuable mineral 
resource of southern Russia is the de­ 
posit of manganese ore found Imme­ 
diately to the south of the Caucasus 
mountains—the richest In the world. 
The stream extends over 85 miles and 
Is computed to hold some 240,000,000 
tons of ore. Of this amount about 3,- 
000,000 tons have been excavated, but 
not for Russia. The empire Is content 
with about 81-2 percent, while Great 
Britain, the largest buyer, takes over 
36 percent, Holland 29, and the United 
States nearly 15 percent. 
As of their 
wheat, hemp, petroleum, coal, so of 
their manganese, the Russian motto is 
“Non nobis solum.”

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CASHES FOPv ORCHARD. 
One of the difUculti<?s In buying wood 
llshos, cither for use in tho orchard or 
on tho meadows, is that so much is on 
t)>o market that is far from pure, it is 
not safe to buy them in large quanti­ 
ties without first having an analysis of 
tbolr potash contents. 
If one can be assured of their valuo 
in that respect it is safe to go ahead, 
but even then wood ashes are expen­ 
sive for orchard fertilizing. An excel­ 
lent fertilizer for the orchard is com­ 
posed of oOO'pounds of fine ground 
bone, 150 pounds of nnniate of potash 
and fifty pounds of nitrate of socla. 
using tho quantity named on an acre. 
This combines the essential plant foods 
in the proper proportions needed by 
the average orchard sot on fairly good 
soil. 


GRASS POISONING TREKS* 
Horticulturists 
nnd 
fruit-growers 
have long known that grasses are in­ 
jurious to young apple trees, but it 
seems that they wore wrong in a t­ 
tributing the injury to interferenco 
with tho ftir, the w ater and the food 
supply of tho trees. 
Carefully-con­ 
ducted experiments and observations 
a t tlie >Yoodburn experimental fruit 
farm, in England, have shown, how­ 
ever, that there is some direct or in­ 
direct product of grass growth that 
has an active poisonous effect on the 
roots of the trees. It is also suggested 
that the so-called exhaustion of tho 
soil by certain plants, preventing tbe 
subsequent grow^th of other plants iu 
the same ground, may be due really to 
some poisonous product left by the 
first plants.

CATALPA TREES VALUABLE. 
Much has been written regarding 
tho need of renewing tlio forests of 
this country and the ¿juggestiou made 
that farmers might help along this 
good work by setting several acres in 
some good forest tree, While it is gen­ 
erally best to set ti’oes c-i* some class 
native to the soil, the catalpa is becom­ 
ing popular for general planting be­ 
cause of its hardiness and rather quick 
growth. 
Mistakes have been made, 
however, In setting the wrong va­ 
riety, for it lias been demonstrated 
that catalpa speciosa is easily propa­ 
gated, is hardy, grows straight and 
tlie wood is much more valuable than 
catalpa bignonoldes, of which so many 
trees have been set and proved disap­ 
pointing. 
Catalpas may be readily grown from 
seed and transplanted when about two 
years old, Avheti they should bo set iu 
rows eight feet! apart and not less than 
four feet apart in tho row. Farmers 
can not hand down to posterity any 
better legacy than a wood lot of lib­ 
eral size and they , may do it at small 
expense. 


MEASURING A TREE. 
The woodcutter of Now England has 
a very ingenious way of measuring 
tho height of a tree. 
He cuts a stick 
that, wlien placed upright before him, 
will reach exactlj^ the centre of his 
eyes. Then he lies down on the ground 
at such a distance from the tree that 
the top of the stick, when placed up­ 
right against tJie soles of his feet, will 
bo in line with his eyes and the top 
of the tree. 
In other words, he forms a right- 
angled triangle, of which his extended 
body, from his eyes to the sole of his 
feet, is tlie base, the upright stick the 
altitude and the distance from his eyes 
to the top of the stick the hypothenuse. 
There must be, therefore, a similar 
right-angled triangle formed of the 
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distimce from his eyes tu the base 
of tlie tree, fro *i his eyes to the top 
of tJie tree, and of the height of the 
troe itself. As the base and the alti­ 
tude of this triangle are equal, it fol­ 
lows that the height of tlie tree is the 
same as the distance from his eyes to 
Its base. 
This homely but perfectly satisfac­ 
tory metliod is sometimes used to de­ 
termine the height of a factoiy smoke­ 
stack, when, for instance, it becomes 
necessary to make certain alterations 
to secure greater or Jess draught, the^ 
dimensions of the stack being an im­ 
portant factor In such a case.

comse the architect's plans would give 
the information, but they are not al­ 
ways accessible.

They web themselves so tight to- 
gether that they can scarcely be pulled 
apart. 
In this state they remain and die 
in one large bunch.

TWO CURRENTS IN A CniMNEY. 


You know that chimnoys, both lamp 
chimneys and stove 
chimneys, 
are 
used to produce a draught of air and 
so to make the lamps of the-fires burn 
more brightly. 
You know, too, how a 
lamp smokes when the chimney 
is 
taken oCC. 
So, if you light a caudle 
and put it inside of a lamp cbimuoy, 
you would naturally expect tho candle 
to burn better than it did without the 
chimney. 
But it will not burn better 
unless tho chimney Is put on in .lust 
the right way. If you light a short bit 
of candle, set it on a slab of marble 
and surround it with a lamp chimney, 
the bottom of which rests on the mar- 
ble and is perfectly smooth and even, 
the candle will burn very poorly, in- 
deed, smoke horribly,, 
and 
perhaps 
even give up the fight and go out. 


The chimney fits the marble so ex- 
actly that little or no air can enter be- 
low. 
But the top is open. 
Why does 
not the air come in there? 


Did you ever, on coming 
out 
of 
cchool, happen to forget a book and 
go back for it before the rest of the 
boys—or girls, perhaps—had escaped? 
If so, you must have a lively recollec- 
tion of the fun you had in getting 
through that doorway. 
It is something 
, the same way w-ith the air at the top 
of the chimney. 
The candle cannot go

out at the same time. 
Now, ^\'heu 
there is only one small openiug for 


far as you can see, and th«rc sooms to 
bo no reason why the meeting stn^ains 
of air should turn out to tho right, as 
drivers do in America, or to tho loft 
as they do in some other countries.

TWO CURRENTS IN A CHIMNEY. 
You know that chimnoys, both lamp 
chimneys and stove 
chimnoys, 
are 
used to produce a draught of air and 
so to make tho lamps of the* fires burn 
more brightly. You know, too, how a 
lamp smokes when the chimney is 
taken off. 
So, if you light a caudle 
and put it inside of a lamp cbimnoy, 
you would naturally expect tho candle 
to burn better than it did without the 
chimney. But it will not burn better 
unless tho chimney Is put on in .lust 
tho right way. If you light a short bit 
of candle, set it on a slab of marble 
and surround it with a lamp chimney, 
the bottom of which rests on the mar­ 
ble and is perfectly smooth and even, 
the candle will burn very poorly, in­ 
deed, smoke horribly,, and 
perhaps 
even give up the fight and go out. 
The chimney fits the marble so ex­ 
actly that little or no air can enter be­ 
low. But the top is open. 
Why does 
not the air come in there? 
Did you ever, on coming 
out 
of 
«chool, happen to forget a book and 
go back for it before the rest of the 
boys—or girls, perhaps—had escaped? 
If so, you must have a lively recollec­ 
tion of the fun you had in getting 
through that doorway. It is something 
the same way with the air at the top 
of the chimney. The candle cannot go 
on burning unless fresh air is coming 
In and the foul or used up air is going 
out at the same time. 
Now, when 
there is only one small opening for 


far as you can see, and th«ro soonis to 
bo no reason why the mooting strt»ains 
of air should turn out to tho right, as 
drivers do in Aniorioa, or to tho loft 
as they do in some other countries. One 
would think that they would never 
settle the matter between them, but 
they do. and without coming to blows, 
cither—except tho blow in tho blow 
out, which are just what the oaiull'e 
needs. It is not nocessary, by tho way, 
to use a slab of marble. 
A sheet of 
moist blotting paper or a pan with a 
very little water in it will answor even 
better, making a perfectly airtight 
joint below.
